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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim limitations) an electric 
double layer capacitor comprising positive side pressure application surfaces which are 
parallel to the inner surfaces of the rectangular positive side opening and apply a 
pressing force onto the positive side terminal portion inserted through the positive side 
opening are formed surrounding the entire periphery of the positive side opening, and 
negative side pressure application surfaces which are parallel to the inner surfaces of 
the rectangular negative side opening and apply a pressing force onto the negative side 
terminal portion inserted through the negative side opening are formed surrounding the 
entire periphery of the negative side opening (claims 1-7, 11-15); and a method of 
forming an electrolytic capacitor wherein the method comprises the steps of: a first 
welding process of welding a sheet made of a resin to each of a joint portion on the 
positive side terminal portion which is to be joined to inner surfaces of the positive side 
opening and a joint portion on the negative side terminal portion which is to be joined to 
inner surfaces of the negative side opening over the entire peripheries of the joint 
portions; and a second welding process of welding the sheet which is welded to the 
positive side terminal portion to the inner surfaces of the positive side opening over the 
entire periphery thereof while a pressing force is being applied to four surfaces of the 
positive side pressure application surfaces and welding the sheet which is welded to the 
negative side terminal portion to the inner surfaces of the negative side opening over 
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the entire periphery thereof while a pressing force is being applied to four surfaces of 
the negative side pressure application surfaces (claims 8-10).
